In ttrttiin g Things That Are Seen

Th* open winter 
has, 
seemingly, 
been very profitable for the bird stu­ 
dent. for it has induced many more of 
our birds to remain that would in a 
more severe winter wander, if not to a 
warmer climate, at least to the more 
¿hefit-red localities in our section in­ 
stead of remaining in exposed situa­ 
tions 
Thus the crow, a bird that has for 
the greater part of December and Jan ­ 
uary been lacking on my lists, has 
been listed on almost every week's 
trip; and then not by only one indi­ 
vidual but by twos, threes and up to 
live and six in a Blngle morning. Then,

another, 
although

¿mailer numberB; the bluebird, a few 
dicker!- and an unusually large number 
of song sparrows.

my 
overcoat

long vigil, with face toward the tre 
waiting for the owl's return. The min­

Then both feet began to get cold, lor 
all that they were well protected, but
